Civ es Chance for 
Balanced Farming 


The soil bank and conservation 
reserve program s provide an ex­ 
cellent opportunity for farm ers of 
the California C reek Soil Consol­ 
ation District to develop a bal­ 
anced farm program that will give 
m axim um soil building and w ater 
conservation benefits, states E. L. 
Cowger, soil conservation techni­ 
cian, in a release to The Herald. 
D uring the past 
six years of 
drouth, the cropland has been de­ 
pleted of organic m atter and fer­ 
tility* 
This has been due largely 
to lack of m oisture to grow high 
forage producing crops. Tho range 
lands also have been stripped of 
the vegetation needed for reseed­ 
ing and increased vigor of the 
better plants or grasses. 
The re­ 
sulting 
over-grazing 
of 
thes« 
grasses has perm itted the soil to 
blow. 
Rains, which have fallen, 
run off of the land because there 
is no grass cover to hold the w ater 
and no roots to open the soil, per­ 
m itting the w a te r to enter. 
Each day farm er* cooperating 
with 
the California Creek 
Soil 
Conservation D istrict inquire con­ 
cerning planting such grasses as 
blue panic, sorghum almum. King 
Ranch bluestem and other grasses. 
O ther farm ers are Interested in 
planting annual sum m er legumes 
like guar and Chinese red cow ­ 
peas for im proving crops. 
Plans should be made soon for 
securing seed as b e tte r seed are 
secured early a t a low'er price, 
Cow p er point* out.
